Making Ready to Saill.

CroNeTADT, August 11.—To-day we leave
®ronstadt lor awhile, to visit the magnificent
aarllal of Russia, and to make a varlery of
delighttul excursions Lo lmportant points in
the vieinity of St. Petersburg.

Pleasing Remembranoos,

Our entire stay here has been of the most
: greeable and pleasant character. We did
1ot dream that the gencrous hospitality and
o ttentlons ol our hosts would equal that we
I ave already received, From our arrival in
the Gulf of Finland to this time we have been
the recipients of the most profuse,’generous,
and delicate hospitality and substantial evi-
dences of the warm sympathy and friendship
ol the Russians, not from the officials alone
representing the Emperor—whose guests we
are—but from the people of every rauk and
degree,

The reception has been national in charae-
ter and most marked in every way. Dinners
of the most elegant apd princely description
have heen given us by the navy and by the
wunicipal government of the city of Cron-
stadt, at which the most generous and friendly
sentiments ol complete sympathy and regard
have been expressed, and no means lalt un-
tried through which we could be made 1o
fully appreciate the affection and esteem in
which the Russiun nation hold us. The
éntente cordiale has vot been based on trea-
ties, but on the honest and true feclings of
the Government and the people. It is the
genuine affection of brothers rather than the
amity dictated by policy and self interest.
No one can doubt this fact who secs the close
aftiliation between the Russianans do urselyes,
It ie too palpable to be denied, Each day
shows it more clearly, as it reveals some new
evidence of the hearty and genuine affection
of every one here, Irom the Emperor to the
lowest ol his subjects. But the moere recital
of the details of our sojourn here, as they are
developed, will show more clearly than words
what is the pature of our reception. And to
that recital T will at once devote mysel!,

The Hospitalities,

In my last 1 was compelled, by lack of time,
to confine mysel! to a mere mention ol two
magnificent banqguets which we had enjoyed
in Cronstadt Irom the bands of the Russian
Navy and the municipality of Cronstadt,
'lhef were 2o brilliant that I must not omit
to give a further and most detailed descrip-
tion of them.

The Naval Banguet.

o first wa, 00 the afternoon of the 9tb,
and was given by thd Yussia2 fmperigl Navy
in the grand salon of the Navy Club at Crod-
stadt.  ‘The salon de Cassemble—a splendld
room—was elegantly decorated with flags,
Russian and the American, (raternnlly en-
twined by flowers aud exoties, pictures and
gay banners,

Atone end of the room was the coat-of-
arms of Russia over the splendid portrait of
the Grand Duke Constantine, und at the
other was the portrait of Washington under
the arms of the United States, The flags of
woth nations draped them. The portralts of
Presidents Lincoln and Johnson were also
prominently displayed vis-a-vis with those of
the Imperial family — all encircled with
wreaths of natural flowers and fresh leaves,
The busts of Peter the Great and of Alexan-
der the Second, crowned with flowers and
leaves, were placed in conspicnous places,
All about the room were rare trees and
shrubs and flowers of great beauty, brought
from St. Petersburg for the occasion. In the
balconies were two magoiflcent bands, one
the celebrated orchestra of Ladon, from the
Imperial Opern, and the other the splendid

ost band of Cronstadt. The salon was

rilliantly illuminated by grand candelabras,
with wax candles. The diuner itsell, fur-
nished by the mostjeelebrated restauraieur o!
st. Petersburg was one of the' most elegant
and sumptuous that I have ever seen. It
could not be excelled,
The wines were of the greatest variety and
profusion, the best that the world affords,
The dinner was as complete as it well could
be,and was greatly enjoyed by the four hundred
and fifty gentlemen who partook of it, The
bills of fare, designed and engraved expressly
lor the oceaslon, were models of elegance and
approprinteness, At the head was a picture

ol the Miantonomah passing Fort St.;Paul,

In the grand garland] surrounding the vig-

nette, was the date of our arrival, 1804,

while in the border, made by cables, on one

side were the date, “1402,” of the discovery ot

America, and the names of Columbus, Wash-

ington, Fulton and Lincoln; and on the other

the date 802, the year of the foundation of the

Russian nation,and the great names of V dadi-

mir Ravonaopostolin, Dimitri Donskol, Peter

the Great, and Alexander II. Under the
vignette was the inscription in English :—
“The Miantonomalk's arrival at Constadt.”

There were also on either side of the ecarte
a representation of a Russlan and American
sallor, holding their respective national flags,
which erossed each other and blended their
folds together, while the sailors saluted each
other, About the base were the names of
Sinope, Tchesma, Revel, Navarin, Sevastopol,
Mobile, Charleston, Fort' Fisher. New Or-
leans—npames glorious in the annals of the
Russlan and American navies,

The bands played “Yankee Doodle” “Hail
Columbias,” the Russian national hymn, the
“Kommissarow March,” and other patiiotic
airs at intervals, interspersed with selectlons
from the best operas.

Atter the dinner sentiments were offered
and responses made, which were received
with the greatest enthusiasm. The first toast
was to the Emperor; after which

Many volunteer toasts were drank with all
the honors, The speeches, as becomoth all
post-prandial oratorical efforts, were brief and
to the point. After this part of the rogramme
was completed, many of the older officers
retired, and the room was cleared for a dance
—ia #tag dance,

An Elovated Compliment,

The scene then became particalarly lively.
Almost all of us were hopored by a tossing
in alr at the bands of the Russian officers—a
mirk of honor of the highest character, but
not generally a comtortable one, The dance
was of a kind to baffle desermption, It was
wonderfully amusing and novel. Soma of our
officers indulged in it, and introduced a few
Sioux steps, which our hosts conlbssed
were worthy of imitation. ‘The evening was
rart,icu]nrly jolly. The reception could not
we exceeded in hospitality, cordiality, and
perfectly friendly teelings.

Our hosts were determined to outdo the

Manicipanl Haunguet,

On the rollowlng day we dined with the
municipal authorities of Cronstadt. The
dinner was admirable in every way., About
two bundred and fifty =at at the table. There
was musie, magnliicent floral decorations,
and elegant ornaments of every kind. The
bill of tare was & marvel of promises of the
most deiicate and the richest dishes which
Europe can afiord, and 1be promikes were
more than fulfilled, 1 regret that 1 have not
the menw at hand to send a copy, because 1
should like to show your readers that Russia
can produce everything thut an epicure could
desire. As at the previous dinner, the wines
were of the choleest vintage and of 1he great-
est variety, "l'en thousand dollars were ex-
pended on this magnificent atlair,

The usnal toasts were drunk and responded
to, the guests not being forgotten, His Honor
the Mayor, Mr. Stepenow, presided, and made
some excellent and apropos remarks, which
were immenpsely well received.
The room was hung with pictures, among
which were those of Washington, Lincoln,
Johneon, und of Alexander II, Peter the
Greal, and otbers.  The flags o1 both nations
were conspicucusly entwined together, sug-
gestive of the elose and friendly bonds that
bave for so long a time joined Rassia to the
United States, Specches were also made
breathing the same {ricndly sentiments 4s in
the naval club, and expressing a comi'ding
faith in the permanence of the ties that unpite
in closest sympathy the two rreat nations of
the East and West, This dinner spoke the
feelings ot the commercial classes, as the pre-
yious had expressed those of the Government,
After the (}llnnpr a scene occurred which
made a deep impression on all who Lad the
pleasure of witnessing it.

The People Out,
An immwensq crowd had assembled in the
kireet, opposite the municipal palace, to see
the guests of the city and pay their respects
to them. The dinner being over they made
loud calls tor Mr. Fox and the American
officers, who, appearing at the windows, were
halled by thunders of cheers,and every pos-
gible demonstration of pleasure and satislac-
tion.

The New Noble and My, Fox.
Presently Kommissarrow, the young man
who bad recently saved the Emperor's life,
and ¥ bad been one of the honored guests
at the dionet, appeared Arm and arm with
Mr. Fox at one of the windows, and bowed
o the multitude. He was ot once recognized,
ind the enthusiastic shout that went up was
thriling, The crowd was wild with enthu-
iasm, and cheered and cheercd again,

Mr. Fox, to show the feeling of the Ame-
rieans, placed upon the young nobleman’s
head a bouquet of flowers, ‘Ihe act wos re-
ognizea by terrific cheers. No such enthu-
ginem had ever belore been exhibited in
Cronstadt, The people were wild with ex-
citement, and it was some time belore Kom-
missarrow aml Mr, Fox could leave the win-
dow, so deatening were the cries, The scene
had a very happy effect on our friends.
On the day of the presentation to the Em-
peror at Peterhoff, Mr, Fox, after he had ac-
complished that agreeable duty, proceeded to
Kommissarow’s apartments and paid his re-
spects to him. Mr, Fox said that he had come
to express to him his personal respeets, and
to congratulate him in the name of all the
people of the United States for having been,
tbrough Providence, 1né means of saving one
whose existence is dear, not only to Russia,
but to humanity in general. ase words
were translated by Monsieur Abaza. After-
wards Mr., Fox, Mr. Clay, and others with
bim, shook M. Kommissarow by the haud,
the latter being visibly affected by the act.
He promised to send his photograph to the
ﬂvutlemvn. and seemed highly touched at the
onor, expressing through M. Abaza his pro-
found gratitude to hiz ®lends of the other
hemisphere for their kind words.
The event bad a very gratitying influence
on all engaged In it.
A Toux of Inspection,

Yesterday some of our officers vigited the
argenal, citadel, navy-yards, and docks, and
thoroughly inspected them. They speak in
the highest terms ol the magnificence and
solidity ol all the public works at this great
pnaval depot of Husela They were shown
everything of interest, and were greatly de-
lighted to see some spfundld iliteen-inch guns,
similar in general details 1o our guns, which
Russin bas recently produced for her iron-
clads. Huge plles ol fiftéen Inch solid shot
and shell I{*ing about gave satistactory evi-
dence that Russia 1s prepared lor any contin-
gency, Her sclentific ordnance officers, after
an exhaustive cxperimental research, have
arrived st the same conclusions we have
reached in the United States,

And I shall not be guilty of exaggeration
when I spy that Russia has at her disposal
ordnance that will sink any iron-clad in
Kurope,

Under the eminently wise and sagacious
relgn of Alexander Il, Russia is up in the
standard of erdnance to the United States,
and so lar ahead of the world., It is Im-
mensely gratifying to notice this great fact,
becanse we bave seen what other natlons
have done,

Let another war break out, and Russia will
leave her murk, notwithstanding the boasts of
England and France
right and successful ;
much energy, ab and scientific skill,
joined with u desire to have the best in every-
thing, no mmmi“ from what oour? &a:ivad.
you may ressonably expect to fin best
results when occszlun devolops them. We
are surprised sud gratified at the evidences of

Russian progress, We see thom on every
hand, and we are convinced that when the
grind day of conflict ariees the Russian flag
will float victorioualy over the seas.

The Publie Institutions.

In a foture letter 1 desire to say some-
thing of the hospitals and the scientific in-
stitutions of Cronstadt, They are well
worthy ol mention. The Compass Observa-
tory here Is sometaing entirely unique and
of immense value, P shall give some ac-
count of it at the very first available oppor-
tunity.

The Imperial Commission
and Compliment.

The commission appointed by the Emperor
to take charge ol tEe American officers here
is as follows :—Viece-Admirsl 8. 8. Lesovaky,
Vice-Governor of Cronstadt; Commodore M.,
T. Fedorfsky, Commander M. E. Roltovsky,
Lieutenant H. €, ‘Tenbeck, A.D. Lemann,
P. N. Doornovo, N. A, Rieach, N. N. Nasi-
mofl, P. 0. Konpier; Sub-Lieutenant S. T.
Paltofl ; Engineer P. P. Villiers.

These gentlemen, representing every branch
of the Russian naval service, have our part
in full charge. It is not saying too much
to assert that no better selections could be
made from the navy to perform the ardoous
duties they are astigned to, They are ex-
tremely cordial and attentive, and are always
ready to do everything In their power to
further our wishes. The gallant Admiral {is
too well known in the United States to re-
quire the slightest notice at my hands. His
name is sofficient. He is unwearied in his
cfforts to show us everything to be seen, and
to make our sojourn as delichtful as possible.
Each and every of his subordinate officers
heartily unites with him In carrying out his
hospitable intentions. We have every reason
to congratulate ourselves in having fallen
into such excellent hands.

Thinking of Moscow,

The programme at present laid out com-
prehends a delightful trip to Moscow, where
princely hos irsﬁlt.y Is proverbial, and subse-
quently to the tamous town Nigul Novgorod,
where the celebrated Falr s Eghl' to which
the merchants o' the East bring thelr goods
overland. It will be an interesting visit.

THE MISSION TO ST, PETERSBURG,

A\ General Teonder of Hospltalitios, ood
no End of Fetes.

St. PrTERsnuRa, August 16,—The hos-

pitable entertainments offered to us by clubs,
corporations, and private persons, are throng-
ing in upon us in & manner unprecedented. %1
we were to remain here a month longer than is
contemplated, we should be troubled to accept
every invitation extended to us. Every one
seems anxions to show respect and regard to
the Amerienns by giving elegant dinners and
evening entertainments, Such a round of
affairs of that kind have we before us that we
despair of living through the siege. 'I'hose
who are permanently with the party sufier
not a little, and we begin to wish to return to
our ships merely to obtain rest and an hum-
ble dinner. We dine too sumptuously dmly
to 1etain our health, or at least our republican
tastes,
Just think of sterlet, the great Russian
fich, at one hundred rubles each, and eyery-
thing else correspondingly expensive and
rare, at each dinner, and toen you may be-
liave that the Russlans are straining every
nerve to give ns the most elegant reception
possible. Nothing can exceed the magnifi-
eegee of their dinners or their boundless hos-
pitality,

The Merghants’ Club Bavguet.
Last night we ained with the Merchants’
Club of St. Petersbiwg, in their club-room,
on the Neva Perspectivé, The club is one of
the first, if not the first, of St Petesburg, and
is celebrated for the elegance 61 il8 envertain-
ments, ‘Lhe ope given us last might was in
every detail a magnificent aflair,

The splendid large salon of the club Was
beautifully decorated for the oceasion, Along
the walls, near the ceiling, were the coats-o!=
ayms of the United States and Russia,
beautitully exeented, placed alternately, and
draped with Russian and Ameriean flags. Our
banners were swinging with the Russiad {rom
every available point. On one side of the
room were ihe life-size portiaits of the Em-
peror Alexander I and the Fmpress, draped
with the imperial and national banners. Op-
posite, under the American coat-of-arms, were
the portraits of Washington, Lincoln, and
Johnson, handsomely decorated with garlands
and flags. Alongside the walls were placed
hundreds of exoties, shrubs and flowers, and
in the lines of tables were also orange and
Jemon trees, and ﬂuwvrin%shrubﬂ, the whole
combined having a most beautiful effect.

In the balcony was Laidow's celebrated
orchestra, which played throughout the eveu-
ing. About four hundred guests sat down to
the repast. They were of every class of so-
